Mother knows best about most things, but not neces­ 
sarily about the books her children should r< ad. 
This blunt statement is made in the cut rent issue of 
The Parents Magazine. Its author, Josette Frank, makes 
it as a result of long experience in the Child Study Asso­ 
ciation; and this experience leads her to lay down a very 
simple common sense rule about books for children. 
No book, she says, is a Rood book for a child ii it 
fails to interest him* 
Conversely, if il does interest him 
it very likely is a good book 
or him; although the child 
next door might not like it at all. 
One of our little failing is our easy-going habit of 
assuming that all children are pr« tty much alike in theii 
tastes. W e don’t make that mi tak 
v\.th adults; we arc 
ready enough to admit that on*- man may like the works 
ot S. S. Van Dine while his neighbor prefers Sinclaii 
Lewis. 
But we take it for granted that all children will 
like the same thing. 
Furthermore, we jump to the eonclu-hu» that they 
will like the books we ourselves liked as children. Wt 
were enthralled, for instance by the Hent> nooks; there 
fore junior will eat them up, and if he do< n’t there mil 1 
be something wrong with him. 
Many a father has actually been horrified to db 
cover that such a book as "K im ”* bored his s<*n to distrac 
tion, while “ Ivanhoe” — which the father hit 
. h nevei 
could endure— is swallowed whole with great avidity. 
As a matter of fact, the parent’s responsibilitv h 
regard to the books hi» children read i a go«»d de.u U 
Ulan we sometimes suppose.
